IN RE: HB447 by Callegari (Relating to contracts by governmental entities for construction projects 
and related professional services and to public works performance and payment bonds.), As 
Introduced

No significant fiscal implication to the State is anticipated.

The bill would amend statute and establish additional rules and procedures for a governmental entity 
regarding contracting and delivery of construction projects and establish standardized purchasing 
practices for public community colleges.  It is assumed that any additional duties and responsibilities 
associated with implementing the provisions of the bill could be absorbed within existing state 
resources.  

This bill would take effect September 1, 2007.  

No significant fiscal implication to units of local government is anticipated.
